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7. As per the orders of Government contained in G.O. No. 1452, Public, dated the 
28th November 1912, a monthly statement giving the dates and other particulars of all 
tours undertaken each month has already been submitted to Government, so it will 
suffice here to mention that altogether 117 days have been spent in camp and the 
following districts were visited: Coorg, Bellary, Vizagapatam, Anantapur, Chingle- 
put, North Areot, South Kanara, Kistna and Nellore. 


8. A list of the archeological works proposed to be undertaken during the year 
1917-18 is given in Appendix B. I shall endeavour to inspect as many of these 
works as possible and, it time permits, to complete some of the excavation works 
already sanctioned as a sum of Ks. 1,000 has been allotted in the budget grant for 
1917—18 lor this purpose. From information received by this department concern- 
ing certain antiquities in the Ganjam and Vizagapatam districts, it seems desirable 
that these two districts should be visited as early as possible, as both districts are 
practically unexplored so far as this department is concerned. 


Mr. F. G. Butler, 1.C.S., Special Assistant Agent at Koraput im Vizagapatam 
district, has very kindly supplied this department with a description and photo- 
graphs of some very interesting discoveries he made at Chotua in the Padwa taluk 
and Kondakamberu in the Malkanagiri taluk. At Chotua, a village on the road 
from Padwa to Aruku, ten miles from the former place and situated on a hilluck to 
the west of the village, he found a small ruined stone-built Jaina temple containing 
three well-executed Jaina sculptures. These are set up on a carved pedestal in a roof- 
less shrine. The central image appears from the photograph to be a well-executed 
sculpture of the Jaina Tirthankara Rishabhanátha. The saint is shown seated in the 
usual eross legged conventional attitude under the shade of a large triple-canopied 
umbrella with numerous small attendant figures on either side. An unusual feature 
aboüt this image is the tall ornamental headgear similar to that worn by the great 
Hindu deities. On the left is a small detached sculpture representing apparently 
the same saint in the ordinary seated posture carved in the usual style of Jaina 
images and without the tall head dress. To the right is a third seulpture represent- 
ing a man, woman and child seated under a tree, The subject is unusual and the 
figures do not appear to represent saints or deities, but ordinary mortals who perhaps 
made some handsome gift to the shrine on the oceasion of the birth of a son, 


Ata distance of a mile to the north-east of Kondakamberu in the Malkanagiri 
taluk, Mr. Butler found an interesting old stone Siva temple built in a very uneom- 
mon style of Hindu architecture resembling a stepped tomb rather than a temple 
The building contains two inscribed stones one on each side of the entrance to hs 
inner shrine, I sent the photographs of these to Mr. Krishna Sastri, who has kindly 
supplied me with the following information concerning them :一 f ;
